The above - referenced patent expired on April 29, 201 1 for failure to pay the 
seven and one-half (7 Vz) year maintenance fee. Since the petition was 
submitted within twenty-four months after the six-month grace period provided in 
37 CFR 1 .362( e), the petition was timely filed under the provisions of 37 C.F.R.
